DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Applicant's claim for the benefit of a prior-filed application under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(e) 
or under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121, or 365(c) is acknowledged. Applicant has not complied 
with one or more conditions for receiving the benefit of an earlier filing date under 35 
U.S.C. as follows: 

The later-filed application must be an application for a patent for an invention 
which is also disclosed in the prior application (the parent or original nonprovisional 
application or provisional application). The disclosure of the invention in the parent 
application and in the later-filed application must be sufficient to comply with the 
requirements of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112. See Transco Products, Inc. v. 
Performance Contracting, Inc., 38 F.3d 551, 32 USPQ2d 1077 (Fed. Cir. 1994). 

The disclosure of the prior-filed application, Application No. 09/689 293 filed 
October 11, 2000 (now Patent No. 6.683.966) fails to provide adequate support or 
enablement in the manner provided by the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12 for one or 
more claims of this application (please see below, Response to Arguments). 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 10/27/2005 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 
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Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 10/27/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant's claimed priority date of October 11, 2000 is not proper regarding 
claims, and the instant claimed invention are considered with filing date 10/09/2003 of 
instant application. Therefore, Zhao remains a proper prior art for the following reasons; 
For example, in applicant's Remarks filed 10/27/2005, applicant fails to show support for 
"an authenticator, which uses first information in more significant frequency components 
of the components to produce first authentication information". The corresponding 
element for support of said limitation does not rely upon using first information in more 
significant frequency of the components to produce first authentication information. But 
rather, rely upon calculating the hash (first authentication information) in one region. 

Currently claims 5 and 8-16 are pending. 

The applicant amended claim 5 in an independent from and generally included features 
of its based claims 1 and 2. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 5 and 8-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Zhao et al. 

Claim 5 is anticipated by claims 1 , 2 and 5 of Zhao et al. 

Claim 8 is anticipated by claim 12. 

Claim 9 is anticipated by claim 13. 

Claim 10 is anticipated by claim 14. 

Claim 11 is anticipated by claim 15. 

Claim 12 is anticipated by claim 16. 

Claim 13 is anticipated by claim 17. 

Claim 14 is anticipated by claim 18. 

Claims 1 5 and 1 6 are anticipated by claim 1 8.
